identified with the industry. 
3—That the wage agreements carry 


a clause providing for a flexible wage 


scale based on the conditions pre- 
vailing to allow free competition be- 
tween all districts.

Opposition by union leaders ^to 


clause No. 3 providing for a. flexible 
wage was-so bitter that the operators 
withdrew it temporarily from the plan 
with the understanding that it would 
be considered again at the joint -meet- 
ing in. January. 
' Union leaders opposed *he entire 
proposition and bitterly attacked the 
scheme. • 
The plan would necessitate separate 


wage negotiations in each of the fif- 
teen districts. 
In presenting the plan, the opera-

"I grew used to my condition, think- 


ing It was the usual fate of a girl to 
be a kitchen slave." declared Pointer 
'and I did not know I was a boy. My 
onlv knowledge of sex was that men 
wore trousers and women dresses." 


The Pointer family wandered for 
years, finally settling in Gainesville, 
Mo. The father was so cruel to the 
boy that-he finally ran away until a 
man named Montgomery found him. 
dressed him as a boy. took him to 
Nebraska, and there the two sepa- 
rated when Montgomery sot into a 
fight. For several years the boy 
worked for a man named Join Hag- 
gerty on a catUe ranch. When he 
became, of age he. returned to the 
Gainesville iome. picked up a little 
education, and was married. Pointer 
and his wife moved to San Francisco. 
where their' home was destroyed is 
the earthquake and fire. They have 
been living in Wichita abont a year.

received a letter from my mother.

Yorfc City, elected work In the clas- 
siqsj? not* so much because they were 
interested in classical studies as to be 
associated with Professor Dann. In 
those days he interested his students 
in Greek life, philosophy, culture and 
art, showing a tendency to place em- 
phasis on ..these things rather than on 
the graminatical side of the language 
which had up to this time character- 
ized the usual Greek teaching in the 
colleges. It -was very natural then, 
that with the decline of interest in 
the classics from a liuguistis point of 
view it should occur to Chancellor 
Andrews that Professor Dann would 
be the ideal man to develop a depart- 
ment of art history and criticism in 
the university- His studies in archeol- 
ogy, his early training in music and 
his general appreciation of things cul- 
tural formed a natural starting point 
for 
the development of a teaching 


field in which not only, subject matter 


was to be presented but in a large 
measure to be first assembled and 
classified. 
Starting-, then, from liis 


thoro musical and classical studies he 
developed in the university a unique 
department and Introduced into the 
college of liberal, arts type and char- 
acter of work hardly to be found any- 
where else. 


His 
aim was 
constantly 
along 


cultural lines. He was, to be sure, 
interested in giving the 
foundation 


work for future students of architec- 
ture and fine arts, but his chief inter- 
est was in fitting his pupils for the 
fine art of living and of appreciating 
the work of the great artists that has 
come to us with constant additions 
from antiquity. Tho his work was al- 
most wholly elective, it was appreci- 
ated by large, numbers of students 
and is always spoken of with much 
satisfaction, by alumni. In faculty as 
well as student circles, his genial 
presence will be sadly missed. < 
The 


charm of his conversation, his genial 
wit, his mild but pointed satire, did 
much to- humanize those among whom 
he mingled, and to create an atmo- 
sphere of kindliness and good will in 
the university and in the. city. 
His 


range of interest in affairs extended 
from the humblest details of personal 
economics to the-most sublime produc- 
tions of art. -He could discourse with 
equal fascination 
on the 
growing 


tendencies towards 
bureaucratic 
in- 


spection in the control of our food 
supplies or the increasing effeminancy 
of Greek art between the time of 
Phidias and the sculptor of the Lac- 
coon; and while his lectures were con- 
versational and his social talk often 
in lighter vein,.he could speak when 
occasion demanded it, as a memorial 
address for a colleague, in terms of 
lofty eloquence.

fellow wrote on a somewhat similar 
occasion.

the last fiscal year, the secretary 
strongly urged one reduction in taxes 
—a 50 per cent cut in the present 
surtax levies on big incomes. 
The 


present, maximum surtax rate is 50 
per cent, -which applies to_ incomes of 
?200,000 a year and over. 
Mellon I 


suggested that the maximum be fixed 1 


about $1,000.000,000, a balanced bud 
get for the fiscal year 1922, showing a 
surplus of over J300.000.00 above ex- 
penditure*, and substantial 
progress 


in the refunding of the short-dated 
debt, which has now been reduced 
to manageable proportions. These de- 
velopments are all helpful, and afford 
the basis for a revival of business and 
Industry on sound lines. 


"There are, however, factors operat- 


ing which contain elements of uncer- 
tainty and make it difficult 
to de- 


termine the nature' and extent of the 
revival which Is in progress. 


Scarcity of Labor.

•Proposition to Tax Them to Build 


Remainder of State Highway 


System Certain to Provoke 


a Lot of Opposition.

The recommendation 
of George E. 


' J'ohnson; chief road 
builder of Ne- 


braka, that the remainder of tne state 
highway system be built at the ex- 
• panse of the owners of motor vehicles 
and that the general taxpayers be re- 
lieved of the three or four million dol- 
lars a year they have be«n contribut- 
ing in recent years, has already stirred 
up auto owners. 


They say that such a tax will mean 


that the man of ordinary means will 
hare to give up his automobile, and 
leave the roads to those who can af- 
ford to pay any tax that is levied on 
machines. They declare that wfiile it 


~is doubtless true that good roads de- 


~- crease the cost of operation p«r mile 


of a machine they also increase the 
mileage because they tempt owners 
into riding on them. They say that the 
hard pounding that comes from driv- 
ing at high speed, permissible only on 
good roads, is what wears out a'car 
most. 


The prediction is made that Mr. 


Johnson and whoever backs the pro- 
posal would "have a hard time getting 
such a bill past Governor Bryan, who 
won the support of a lot of auto own- 
ers by promising to reduce their main- 
tenance tax. The Johnson plan would 
tax them over five millions, or more 
than $25 apiece on the average 
to 


match the federal appropriation now 
available. 


Nebraska began building roads in 


1917, the legislature passing a law ac- 
cepting federal aid of $640,000 
and 


pledging to match dollars for 
five 


\Aiears with a limit of $1,600,000. Since 


'then the government has added and

Fourteen cents out of every tax dol- 


lar now goes to the building of roads. 
The taxpayers are clamoring for a re- 
duction, and this. is one of the few 
means open, to cut off road appropria- 
tions. Mr. Johnson proposes instead, 
to make the motor vehicle owner pay 
for the roads hereafter constructed. As 
probably 90 per cent of the, taxes are 
paid by men who operate cars, some 
legard it as taking money out of one 
pocket rather than the other. 


The present system*'of state high- 


ways was laid out by conferences of 
county boards'with state representa- 
tives. They agreed to recommend 
eighty-eight highways, which include 
main traveled roads leading out ot 
county seati-and connecting at toe 
county lines.

Prince of Wales as Heir to British 


Throne. 


After the fall of the last native 


princes of Wales, Llewelyn, in 1282, 
and David, in 1283, Wales came fully 
under the dominion of Edward L, who, 
in 1284, is fabled to have presented 
the Welsh with a prince in his infant 
son, Edward, really born at Carnarvon 
castle. Edward, by the death of hisj 
elder brother four months later, be- 
came heir-apparent; but it was not till 
1301 that he was created* prince of 
Wales. 


Edward JIL, in 1343, invested Ms 


son, Edward, the "Black Prince" with 
the principality, and from that time 
the title of prince of Wales has been 
borne by the eldest son of the reign- 
ing king.

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CITY DEATH RATE 
SBOWS AN INCREASE 


November Bulletin of Health De- 


partment Registers Gain Over 


Last Year in Number of 


Deaths. 


According to the 
November 
bul- 


letin issued by Dr. Chauncey Chap- 
man, superintendent of the public 
lipaltb. department, the death rate in 
the city shows an increase over that 
of November, 1921. 


The substance of the bulletin: 
There were 62 deaths reported in 


Lincc^n during last month, with a rate 
of 13.4 per 1,000 population, against 
41 deaths in November, 1921, making 
the rate 8.9. 
The noticeable differ- 


ence is the non-resident deaths. This 
November there were 19 against 9 a 
year ago. The normal number of non- 
resident deaths 
for Lincoln each 


month is 15. Deaths among the aged 
over 65 was 25 this year against 17 
last year. Under five years old this 
November there were 8, against 6 m 
November, 1921. 
There was an in- 


crease in the number of Bright's dis- 
ease and apoplexy. 


The prevailing communicable dis- 


ease during November which required 
the most atention was diphtheria, as 
was the case during September and 
October. As a result of the unusual 
dry fall diphtheria is more prevalent 
this year. The cases were mild and 
no deaths resulted. In all there were 
23 cases in November in contrast to 
19 the month previous. Five of these 
cases were discovered by school in- 
spectors. As a result of 972 cultures 
taken by the 
school inspectors, 3.7 


per cent proved cairiers. 


If diphtheria was epidemic, the per- 


centage of carriers in the community 
would range around 8 per cent of the 
total population. When diphtheria is 
not prevalent at least 1 per cent of 
the 
population harbors 
diphtheria 


bacilli. When diphtheria is endemic, 
as it is now, the percentage of car- 
riers is from 3 to 4 per cent of the 
total population. 
Approximately one 


in ten of these carriers harbors viru- 
lent germs causing them to be 
dangerous and a menace. 


Among the greatest number of any 


one communicable disease listed for 
the month is chicken pox. This minor 
ailment usually exists when smallpox 
is prevalent and the number of cases 
are in proportion to the cases of small- 
pox, but there are exceptions and the 
conditions this year show a distinct 
exception. During the month there 
were 49 cases of. chicken pox. The 
prevalence of this disease may be a 
forerunner of small pox. This is not 
unlikely because 
of th'e 
malignant 


form of small pox now epidemic in 
Denver where 35 out of every 100 
cases proved fatal during November. 
The number of cases

month was 244, resulting in 86 deaths.

Why High Blood-Pressure 


Sorely Troubles Some Folks

EDICAL history is filled with startling discov- 
eries and revolutionary ideas. It is not wise 
to accept every new thing in medicine as gospel 


truth. It sometimes takes a very, long time to deter- 
mine the real value of novel methods. 


On the-other hand, it is unwise to sneer at the 


new things. Much real progress has been made. 
By 


reason of themew knowledge the span of life is being 
extended. 


High blood-pressure is a condition which has been 


talked about so much that many a person becomes 
frightened if it is suggested as a possible explanation 
of. the symptoms in his case. This is foolish fear in 
most instances and is due to ignorance of the real significance of tne con- 
difion. High blood-pressure may be a sign of heart or kidney disease, or 
of hardening of the arteries, known as-f

Hardening of the 


arteries is one of the symptbms of old 
age, and frequently it is associated 
with chronic disease. 


Over-indulgence of some sort or in 


many things is responsible for arterio- 
sclerosis and high blood-pressure. 


It may be overwork or work under 


friction, meaning over-worry. 


It may bs over-eating or 


Ing. Moderation in food and alcoholic 
indulgences will add years to any life. 


"Temperance in ail things!" should be 


the universal motto. 


High blood-pressure in and of Itself 


is of little importance. Its danger lies 
in what it may do to weakened b.ood- 
vessels in the brain, eye or elsewlere.

Anger, lifting or undue exertion, sad- 


den fright—anything that will set the 
heart to beating violently—may cause a 
blood-vessel in the brain to break, caus- 
ing paralysis. The degree and duration 
of tha paralysis will depend, naturally. 
on the extent of the bleeding. If It Is 
extensive, even though tho clot Is ab- 
sorbed, a part of the brain may be de- 
stroyed by the pressure. 


Hemorrhage Into the retina of th« 


eye may cause partial or total blind- 
ness.

C 


RANBERRIES lor many years have 
been "considered 'a 'winter'.dainty; 
usually as an accompaniment to 


turkey, in the iorm of sauce or jelly. 
Old-fashioned housekeepers used them 
in pies and tarts, the former invariably 
'appearing with the latticed'crust. xvhich 
is so se dom seen today. But by mak- 
ing cranberry jelly and' placing it in 
tumblers like other jellies, by canning 
the sauce In preserve jars or filling jars 
with the fruit, then with cold water, 
and sealing them, the cranberry be- 
comes an all-the-year-round staple. 


It pays to watch the prices of .cran- 


berries, and When they are at the low- 
est, buy and conserve them for future 
use. Many persons object to the fine 
seeds'found in the jelly, especially If it 
comes out of tumblers, but the seeds 
can be avoided by straining the berries 
twice through a bit of damp, close 
cheesecloth. In straining the berries for 
Jelly- do not mash them, but drop them 
into a cupful of spiced .syrup.

•Stem-and wash a pint of large cran- 
berries and co"e- them with two cup- 
fuls of .boiling water and a. cup and a 
half of sugar. Stew the berries gently 
until they are puffed, but not cooked to 
pieces, strain them and let them stand 
over a bowl in the strainer until cold 
and dripped clear, then set them to 
chill. To the syrup add a tablespoonful 
of powdered gelatine dissolved In a. lit- 
tle boiling water, then strain it into a 
mould and add a thinly-sliced banana 
and a half-cupful of candied cherries. 
When ready, unmould on a dish and 
serve with sweetened whipped cream. 


When ready for the salad, add a cup- 


ful of minced celery to the berries with 
a half-cupful of chopped nuts, toss In a 
little mayonnaise made wiftiout mustard, 
»nd serve in lettuce leaves. 


Jelled Salad. 


Stew as nsual one quart of cranber- 


ries in two and a half cupfuls of cot 
water, and add two small cupfuls of 
sugar. When the berries are soft, strain 
and set aside. Dissolve a tablespoonfnl 
of gelatine in four tablespoonfuls of cold 
water, then mbc It with the hot cran- 
berries and set aside to cooL When the 
mixture is cold and beginning to set, 
add a cupful of finely-minced celery, a 
half-cupful of chopped nuti and a. half- 
cupful of seeded raisins. Pour Into 
. wet mould to harden. 
Unmould the 
| jelly and cut it into cubes, then toss 
lightly in a sweet-cream dressing and 
serve la lettuce leaves. 
The dressing is made of three-quar- 


ters of a. cupful of heavy, sweet cream, 
three tablespoonfuls of white vinegar, a 
saltspoonful of salt, two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar and a half-saltspoonful of red 
pepper. 


Mock Cherry Pie. 


Chop together two cupfuls of cran- 


berries and one cupful of lat^e, seeded 
raisins. Add two cupfuls of sugar and 
one cupful of boiling water, a.teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla flavoring and two tea- 
spoonfu's of flour. Mbc all well and 
pour into a pie-plate lined with a good 
crust, put on the lop crust and bake. 


Spiced Cranberries. 


Wash a Quart of berries and stew 


them ia "two small cupfuls of boil'ng j 
water, adding a generous, spice-bag and ' 
a quarter-capful of sugar. Cook until 
the berries are tender, then remove 
the sT>i£c-bag and add a cupful and a 
half of sugar. Cook the mixture gently 
until the sugar is xnelici. skim It care- 
fully, cook five minutes longer, then 
turn Into a dish to cool.

CHAPTER XV. 


Lights. 


It was toward the close or the year 


]315 that I gave up the deanship of 
St. Paul's Cathedral, Detroit, and took 
charge of the sociological department 
of the Ford Motor company. 
I con- 


tinued In the employ of the company 
lor a period of a little more than five 
years. 
The sociological department—later 


known as the educational department 
—had been organized early in the 
year 1914, at the time the Ford profit 
.sharing plan, with Its five dollars-a- 
day minimum pay went into effect. To 
John R. Lee, who organized the de- 
pal tment and conducted Its work for 
the first two years of its existence, 
credit is due, more than to any other 
one man, lor devising those unique 
humane 
policies ~~wklch 
attracted 


world wide attention, and which gave 
a practical and helpful direction to 
the philanthropic impulses of Mr. 
Ford. 
There is in Mr. Lee a rare 


combination of qualities which were 
needed at the time in the development 
of the personnel work of the company. 


Mr. Ford has a way of making great 


things possible, of opening the door of 
opportunity 
for others. 
And for- 


tunately for him, he has been able in 
the past to gather about him men 
who have been able to seize upon 
these opportunities and to use them 
In a way that has 
reflected 
great 


credit upon him and upon themselves. 
If it had not been for Mr. Lee, I am 
Inclined to think that the sociological 
•work of the 
Fgrd Motor company 


would have taken its course along 
lower and conventional lines 
He is 


a man of ideas and Ideals. He has a 
keen sense of justice and a sympathy 
with men in trouble that leads to an 
understanding of their problems 
He 


has an unbounded faith in men, par- 
ticularly in the 
"down and outs," 


•without which no man can do con- 
structive human work. 
Under his 


guidance the department put a soul 
into the company and .gave intelligent 
direction to the generous thought and 
•will of Mr. Ford 
and 
Mr. Couzens 


toward their employes. Mr. Lee must 
be credited with being one 
of. the 


makers of the Ford Motor company on 
its human side. 


A few days after the profit •sharing 


plan went into effect I called upon 
Mr. Ford at his .request. We sat in 
his office talking and looking out on a 
great throng of men gathered in the 
street below, drawn theie in the hope 
that they might be able to obtain em- 
ployment at the hitherto unheard of 
rate of pay. On many previous occa- 
sions he had talked over with me his 
desire to share in some 
practical 


matmer his prosperity with his em- 
ployes. As we sat there that morning 
he spoke at length of his plans and 
purposes, and of the motives back of 
them. I asked him why he had fixed 
upon five dollars as the minimum pay 
for unskilled labor. His reply was, 
"Because that is about the least a 
man with a family can live on in 
these days.—-We have-been- looking 
Into the housing and home conditions 
of our employes and we i_nd that the 
skilled man is able to provide for his 
family, not only the necessities, but 
some of the luxuries of life. 
He is 


able to educate his children, to rear 
them in a decent home in a desirable 
neighborhood. But with the unskilled 
man It Is different. He's not getting 
enough. 
He isn't getting all that's 


coming to him. 
And .we must not 


forget that he is just as necessary to 
industry as the skilled man.. 
Take 


the sweeper out of. the shop and it 
would become in a snort time an unfit 
place m which to work. 
We can't- 


get along without him. And we have 
'no right to take advantage of him be- 
cause he must sell his labor in an 
open market We must not pay him 
a wage on which he cannot possibly 
maintain himself and his family under 
proper physical and moral conditions 
just because he Is not In a position to 
demind more." 


"But suppose the earnings of a 


business are so small that it cannot 
afford to pay that which, in your 
opinion, is 
a living wage-rwhat 


then?" I asked. 


"Then there Is something 
wrong 


with the man who is trying to run the 
business. 
He may be honest 
He 


may mean to do the square "thing. 
But clearly he isn't competent to con- 
duct a business for himself, for a man 
who cannot make a business pay a 
living wage to his employes has no 
right to be in business. He should be 
working for someone who knows, how 
to do things. On the other hand, a 
man who can pay a living wage and 
refuses to do so. is simply storing up 
trouble for himself and others. 
By 


underpa>mg men we are bringing on 
a generation of children undernour- 
ished and underdeveloped morally as 
well as physically; we are breeding a 
generation of working men weak in 
bo\lr and in mind, and for that reason 
bound to prove inefficient when they 
come to tafee their places in Industry- 
industrj will, therefore, pay the bill 
in the end."" In my opinion it is better 
to rav as we go along and save tb<- 
Interest on the bill, to say nothing of 
being human in our industrial rela- 
tion =. 
For this reason we lave 


that offers him some hope for the 
future, some prospect of living a de 
cent, comfortable and self-respecting 
life, and I'll guarantee that I'll make 
a man out of him All that man needs 
is an opportunity that has some hope 
in it, some promise for the years to 
come." 


Two years later I was asked to take 


charge of the sociological department 
With practically unlimited means and 
opportunities for carrying on the 
work at my disposal, and with Mr. 
Ford deeply interested in it, as he was 
at that time, it seemed to me an un- 
usual chance for service in a field in 
which I'had always longed to enter, 
but into which I had never been per- 
jnltted to go. 


"We want to make men in this fac- 


tory as well as automobiles," is the 
way Mr. Ford put the matter to me 
at-that tiaie. "This company has 
outlived its usefulness as a money- 
making concern, unless we can do 
some good with the money. I do not 
believe in charity, but I do believe 
in 'the regenerating power of work in 
men's lives, when the work they do is 
given a just return.

Three billion dollars a. year for gov- 


ernment expenses is the least the 
president says the administration can 
get along with for the next year, and 
his figures seem to be convincing. 
Three billions is a tremendous lot of 
money. It is so big that nobody can 
possibly imagine 
ho-w large it is. 


When we recall that every dollar of 
It must be dug out of the soil or se- 
cured by the application of labor to 
raw materials, it seems a burden too 
great for any people to long continue 
to bear. If we estimate the average 
earnings of workers at $1,000 a year, 
which must be about right based on 
old figures made before the boom 
times came, this means three million 
persons laboring all year to pay fed- 
eral taxes alone, or every person in 
fifty cities the size of Lincoln. 


We don't know what are the pro- 


visions of the Dyer anti-lynching bill, 
over which southern democrats con- 
ducted a senate filibuster, but in view 
of the fact that the representatives 
from the states where lynching is a 
popular outdoor sport, we suspect 
that it places some responsibility of a 
financial character on the communi- 
ties where the authorities look com- 
placently on this sort of law viola- 
tion. That seems to be about the only 
effective way to get law enforced, 
make it cost somebody something if 
it is violated. 


Mayor Zehrung does not get many 


recruits for his wheel tax proposal as 
a method of getting money to pay po- 
licemen for enforcing traffic rules 
and protecting children on their way 
to and from school. This may be be- 
cause nearly everybody has an auto- 
mobile and is opposed to paying an- 
other tax for the privilege. Judging
